THE PARAGUAYAN MATTER. 

Wasuineron, Jan. 6.—The Hosue, after a 
two days’ te, has disposed of the Para- 
guayan in tion, which has been pending 
in some shape for nearly three years, by pase- 
ing a reeo'ution calling for a court of in- 
quiry to investigatethe cooduct of Admirals 
Gordon and Davis, and then adopting imme- 
diately afterwards resolutions virtually cen- 
suring those officers. The passing of sentence 
after requiring the Department to bring them 
before a court of ivquiry is regarded asa pro- 
ceeding which is a little out of the line of 
even the inconsistent legislation of Congress. 
Admirais Davis and Gordon were charged by 
Minister Washburne, while at Paraguay, with 
failure to furnish him assistance in proteciing 
two American citizens who were attaches of 
the U. 8. legatioa, and whom Lopez had under 
arrest. Their de‘ense is that they were offi- 
cers acting under orders of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and did not prepose to follew the old 
custom of obeying as nayal officers the orders 
of our diplomatic representatives. 

THB SAN DOMINGO QUESTION 
was again under consideration to-day by the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairr, but a 
vote on the Senate resolutions, as well as on 
those submitted by Banks, was not taken 
but deferred till Monday.. The ‘committee 
seem very generally oppgsed to Banks’ reso- 
lation, which proposes a Commission to go to 

San Domingo aid negotiate a treaty. The 
Senate plap, to send commissioners, will prob- 
ably be reported on Monday by e bare majori- 
ty of the committee. . The Administration 
have weil nigh abanboned all hope of securing 
a vote on annexation at this session. 

- AMNESTY. 

Members of the Reeonatruction Committee, 
whose views were to-day informally solicited, 
genersily expressed the opinion that no gea- 
eral measure relating to amnesty would be 
passed at this session.

CONSTRUCTION OF A RAILROAD WITHIN THE 

SOOPB OF MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 

It has been held by our Supreme Court that 
the covstroction of a railroad might be a 
proper subject for the taxation of a municipal 
corporation independent of and prior to the 
restrictions in our present Constitution, snd 
the issue of bonds and levy of taxes to pay the 
interest on them was enforced by a writ of 
wandaemus sicce the Constitution of 1854 was 
adopted, the act under which the subscription 
was made having been passed prior to the 
change iv the Constitution. If the construc- 
tion of a railroad bad & purpose beyoad 
the scope of municipal taxation, the restric- 
tion in the new Constitutien on the power of 
auity to lend its credit or otherwise assist a 
private corporation in their constracuog 
would bave been useless,

the old constitution, instead of authorizing 
municipal corporates to aid private corpora- 
tions in constructing rai ds, by the is me 
of bonds, or subscription to the capital stock 
of such companies, had autho a city it- 
selt to construct a railroad deemed of public 
importance to such city, and indispensable to 
its welfare, 1t would have been constitutional. 
The same reason would have justified both 
methods of securing the same object. 

It would have been at least as constitutional 
to have authorized twe city to build the road as 
to have authorized it to loan money to a pri- 
vate corporation in order that it might build 
it. By the latter plan the accomplishment of 
the public purpose through the spplicationa of 
the public turds was left dependent upon the 
good faith and discretion of a private corpor- 
ation whose legitimate object was profit to ite 
individual sidckholders. This has long been 
regarded as objectionable. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL BESTRICTION. 


The restriction in the present Constitution 
which is suppored to prohibit the act author- 
izing the city of Cinciuvati to build its South- 
ern railroad is contained in the sixth section 
of the eighth article, which prevides ‘‘that 
‘e- Gent Assembly shall pever authonze 
avy county, city, town or township, by a vote 
of its citizens or Otherwise, to becomea stock- 
holder in any joist stock compauy, corpora- 
tion Or association whatever, or to raise 
money for, or to loan its ¢reuit to, or in aid 
re any such company, corporation or associ- 

ion.”’ 

This restriction plaisly cuts off the power 
to authorize cities to loan their credit to rail- 
rcad companies or take stock in them. Tne 
power to authorize te city itself to constract 
sacb av improvement, Lowever, is no! men- 
tioned. 

By the 4ih section of the same articleit is 
provid: d that “the credit of the State shall 
Lot, many manner, be given or loaned to, or 
in ald of, any individual, association or cor- 
_— whatever; por shall the State ever 

creafter become a joint owaerorstockhulder 
iu avy company or aseociation is this State or 
elsewhere, iormed for any purpo e whatever.”’ 

Prior to the adoption of this constitution, 
‘it was competent for the Legislature, under 
the constitution of 1802, to construct works 
of improvement on behalf of the State,” as it 
did\the Obio canal, “or to aid in their con- 
etruction by subsciibivug te the capital stock 
of acorporation for that purpose,’’ as it did 
in the case. of the Cincinnati and Whitewater 
Canal Company, “and to levy taxes to raise 
the means, orby an exercise of the same pow- 
erto authorize>a county or township to sub- 
scribe 10 a work.of that character runnioz 
through or into such county or township, and 
to levy a tax to pay the suabscription,”’ as was 
heldin the cese of C., Wand Z. R, R. Co, va. 
Clinton county, 10, 8. R.. 77; and 8. and I. 
R. R. Co. vs. North townehip, 1 O. 8. R . 105; 
also several other cases, as lO 8. R.,

doubt on this question, in the State of Ohio. 

Nothing can be clearer than that this. re- 
etriction upon the State is limi'ed to its loar- 
irg ite credit to companies or corporations; 
and toits “becoming a stcckhoider in any 
compapy.’’ It can not be contended that the 
provirion trtended to prohibit the State itself 
'rom sccomplishirg directly ‘“‘any purpose 
whatever’? The cxtent of the restriction is 
th at the State eball reitber lend its funds to, 
ror become a member of, & private corpora- 
tion tor ary purpose whatever.

Under a likelaw of the Legislature the city 
of Cincinnati have already invested $150,000 
in the railroad from Cinciounati to Lexiogtwo, 
in the same general direction as that coniem- 
plated for the Southern railroad, and alto- 
gether outside the Sitaie of Ohio. 

If there were a lake of water on the 
south side of the Ohio rivec, and if the Legis- 
lature and the city itself were of the opioion 
thet the welfare of the city required that an 
aqueduct should be c ‘ey the city to 
draw pure and wholesome water fiom that 
source; avd the proper legislation were had 
in Obio and Kentucky, it cannot be doubted 
that the city could reise the money by taxes 
under the au'hority of such legislation to do 
the work. : 

The fact that it ie expectsd that the th- 
ern railroad wil] extend beyord the State line 
a much longer distance, or that it ts not Water 
which is to‘be drawn by it to Cincinnati, 
does not«cbange the principle. We do not 
say thet this principle could not beso abused 
as to require the interposition of the judiciary 
to restrain it. But webave no evidence on 
which we can £0 find in the present case. 

OTHER AUTHORITI£S QUOTED. 

The opinion of Judge Cooley, in the case of 
the People vs. Salem, in the Supreme Court 
of Micb gap, is not inconsistent with the de- 
cision we vow make. That opmion decided 
that the levy of a tax to raise money to give 
to arailroed company, eiiber by loanor by 
eubscription to its capital stock, to help con- 
struct its road, is not a proper use of the tax- 
ing power, because it is giving the public

It has bo application to the case where the 
municipal] corporation itself covstructs a pub- 
lic work essential to its own welfare, as the 
iearned jucge has himself. declared in an 
opinion pubiished since that decision, in 
which he says ‘‘thet the power of cities in 
Obio to construct works of internal improve- 
ment, witb legislative permission, has been 
settied by judicial decision,’’ and *‘that there 
is Lothing in the precept Constitution of Ohio 
desigred to prevent the local authorities 
from levying taxes for the constraction of 
railroads where theirown agencies are em- 
ployed for the work.”’ 

Indeed, the opinion coincides entirely with 
that which we have expressed. Nor is the 
case of Whiting vs. Sheboygan Rail way Com- 
pany, in the Supreme Court of Wisconsio, as 
published in 9 Am. Law Reg., 156, in conflict 
with our opinion as now announced.

NO CONFLICTING AUTHORITY. 


It is not necessary that we should cousider 
any euch distinction. But we muy add that 
we have found no authority, and bave been 
referred to nope, ineonsiatent with the princi- 
ples we have expressed. 


THE UNANIMOUS CONCLUSION, 


Upon the whole case we hold that ‘‘the act 
relaung to cities of the first class, baving a 
popuation exeecédipg 150,000. in nts,”’ 
parsed March 4, 1869, and the act of March 
«od, 1670, supplemevtary thereto, both of 
which are recited in the petition, are constitu- 
tional and valid—io whitch opinion we are 
unanimous.

The throne of that country is contested - 
by a nephew of the present occupant, 
Sure Aur, who in his turn recerves assist- 
ance from the Emir ot Bokhara, or rather, 
as everybody suspects, through his means 
from the Russians, and the rebellion is 
gaining headway every day. ces Eo 
bulwark of British India should the 
danger for the English power in that coun- 
try would be great. 

While these are two most important 
States, the smaller sovereignties have 
paseed almost completely under the Rus- 
sian rule, and we see the forces of the 
_Czar penetrate even tar into the interior 
of China. Chimese Turkestan has almost 
ceased to-exist. And trom all appear- 
ances the Russian domuion, which acts 
in those parts in a very beneficial manner, 
seems to belanything but disagreeable to 
those nations after they have once become 
a little accustomed toit. The tyrannical 
sway of the Moslem monarchs has given 
way toa milder rule, so that Russia has 
not only conquered the country but also 
gained the good willof the people. The 
Russia Bear extends its arms further and 
further around India, ready to crush. the 
British power in that land on the slightest 
provocation. 

But this is not all. It we look to Persia 
we see, iIndeod, not a complete subservience 


much es be dic; but we have been ) thine, 
over, spd it seems tousthe statement mus: 
be exaggerated somehow. 


Two years ago we were led to believe 
that the Alabama claims amounted to at 
least a hundred millions of dollars. A year 
later we could not get anybody to suppose 
that they amounted to more than fifty 
millions.

Russia in the East, 

The recent complications which have 
arisen in the Black Sea question and the 
pesition of Russia towdrd the signers ot 
the treaty of Paris, make it of interest to 
consider a point which is of immense 
bearing on the matter of issue, but upon 
which generally little or no attention is 
bestowed, We mean the position of Rus— 
sia in Central Asia, for this furnishes us 
the key tothe policy of England, actuated 
as it is by fears and rivalry. Russia has 
gradually penetrated deeper and: deeper 
into that part of the world, till she almost 
stands at the gates ot British India, which 
she threatens to flood with her conquering 
forces. She bas subdued the native princes 
and khans of the highlands of Asia, one by 
one, till they are able to turnish a contin- 
gent that would exercise no contemptible 
influence on the success of military opera- 
tions. For many yeers the forces of the 
two European powers, without coming to 
actual hostilities, have operated againsi 
one another, pitting the petty monarchs of 
those countries, like so mapy cbessmen, 
against each other, raising rebellions, 
quelling others, and reducing the sove- 
reigns to so many puppets that exist only 
as long as either of the governments sup- 
ports them, and in this game Russia, an 
Asiatic power par excellence, has evidently 
outstripped her rival, making many m- 
roads on her power and influence, so that 
Exgiand’s hands are almost tied in Asia. 

Therefore, we think we are not mistak- 
en if we believe that the struggle tor powcr 
in the extreme east will commence in the 
neighborhood of Herat, and not on the 
Pruth and around Smope, and even all 
the optimism of English diplomacy can not 
disguise the imminent danger of such an 
event. We must look upon me Russian 
forces on the Oxus as the extreme outposts 
of an army of invasion. 

The war, if it comes to such, will not be 
waged, as in former years, so much in the 
Crimea as in Persia, Turkestan and At- 
ghanistan, and the immense warlike prepa- 
rations which Russia for many years has 
made in those regions, make a successtul 
issue of such a struggle for her more than 
probable. 

Let us cast a little closer look at the sit- 
uation of those remote countries. It has 
always been the policy of the Russian 
colossus, in his war of conquest, to weaken 
his adversaries by attacking them one by 
one, subduing them, and then to leaye 
them a shadow of independence, and when 
all are reduced to this condition of semi- 
servitude, to pounce upon the mutual cen- 
ter, and by its conquest put an end to all 
danger of rebellion. This was Russia’s 
course with her tormer powerful enemies, 
the Nogai Tartars, inhabiting what is at 
preseat Southern Russia. She attaeked the 
different tribes in detail] assisting some rebel 
chief against the actual khan, and intrigu- 
ing with the different chiefs til! their alle- 
giance to the Grand Khan, whose seat was 
in the Crimea, was shaken, and then by 
suddenly falling upon the seat of the 
Grand Khan dissolving all bonds of connec- 
tion between them, and reducing them 
completely under the Russian yoke. 

Such seems to be Russia’s policy toward 
the Mohammedan nations to-day. She has 
assumed the task to Christianize that part 
of the human race, although she does not 
proceed from the same fanatical and intol- 
erant standpoint as the nations of Europe 
in the days of the crusades. In Coristian- 
izing she Moslems Russia has no religious 
objecPin view, for religion is for her but 
a lever for her power.

Re- 
dress for wrovgs is almost entirely out of the 
question, and so we might extend the catalogue, 
dt monstrating the fact that the Onancial and 
business interests of the country are passing be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the people, and are be- 
ing comtrolied by the government, and now the 
proposition is again made to give the government 
coptirol of all the telegraph lines io the country.

Pablic opimion 
hadan power leoaiaen directed against 
wrong and wat suman’ tae wever unantmous 
those might be who Hs up ae voices against 
good, we hare the word of the prophet of God 
that they cam not overturn tt—that their counsel 
sball come to naught. The voice of the people 
to be effective must have a moral basis, must be 
founded ip the principles of rectitude, truth, and 
justice; and the feeling of ludignation must be 
true feeling. An expression of public indignua- 
tion should Be, as it were, tne utterance of ove 
commissionea by God. History abounds in ¢z- 
amples of tyranny overcome by such public 
opinion.

THE POLICE DEF DEPARTMENT. 


Summary of the Chiets Report on the 
Organization and Employment ot 
the Force. 

From Col. Jenkins’ report of the operations of 
éte present polce iorce during the last nine 
mcnths, we take the fo!lowing details: 

Ihe chy of Louisville contains within its cor- 
porate limits an area of twelve and one-third
